THE MOCK PARLIAMENT 



Although no announcement has as yet been made re- 
garding the Mock Parliament, we take this opportunity 
of expressing our views regarding it. This form which 
the Literary aud Debating Society takes for part of its 
year has become so popular that it is practically a per- 
manent institution. While its meetings in past years 
have not always been as harmonious as might be wish- 
ed, yet much that is of benefit has been derived from it. 

Few colleges in Canada cultivate among their stu- 
dents, opinions on public questions, to the same extent 
as is done at McGill. One of the leading agencies in this 
direction has undoubtedly been the Mock Parliament. 
Discussion here is carried on in a form, serious enough 
to study the merits of the question, and light enough to 
afford interest to all present. 

Undoubtedly the discussion this year will centre 
around the Naval Question. Men at McGill have or 
ought to have definite opinions on such an important 
matter. Some men come to the University and are so 
engrossed in their studies* that they become oblivious 
to the world and its problems. It is to remedy this 
state of affairs that the Mock Parliament was formed. 

The "Lit" as a rule does not derive a great deal of 
support from the students. Experience has shown, how- 
ever, that when their meetings assume this more inter- 
esting form, support is most generous. 

We congratulate the "Lit" on their efforts in the 
past, aud we trust that they will receive as generous 
support in the future. 

At the same time we would issue a word of warning. 
The Parliament of 1912 opened in a most encouraging 
way. Thc attendance was much larger than it had been 
in the proceeding year. The interest of all Faculties 
was centered on the struggle for power. It was com- 
monly understood that the test for power was to take 
place at the second meeting. There was placed on those 
who were in charge a responsibility to conduct the pro- 
ceedings without a hitch. But this" is what they did not 
do. Trouble arose for which there could be no excuse, 
and which disgusted many of those present. 

So we issue a warning, and remind those in charge 
this year that a well conducted Mock Parliament is ap- 
preciated, but ft fiasco does more harm than good. 



In Memorium 



McGill University sutîered a distinct loss in the 
death of Mr. A. Guy Fisher, which occurred on December 
22nd. Mr. Fisher was a member of the class of Arts 
1913, and was one of the leading students of his class. 
He was twenty years of age at the time of his death, 
which took place after an illness of over two mouths. 
In fact he had only attended two or three lectures of 
the present sessiou. 

Arthur Guy Fisher was the second son of the late 
Roswell T. Fisher, and a nephew of the Hon. Sidney 
Fisher. Before entering McGill he was educated at the 
Montreal High School, where he was a leading scholar. 
In 1905 he won the Governor-Generals gold medal as 
head boy of the second form. When matriculating to 
McGilLhe stood among the leaders. The course he fol- 
lowed Was that of Honors in Political Economy. Last 
year he won the MacKenzie scholarship in the same 
subject. 

Among his fellow students and with his professors 
he was equally popular. He was treasurer of the Liter- 
ary and Debating Society and a leading member of the 
Liberal party in the Mock Parliament.

The Doxing, Wrestling and Fencing 
I'luli will eontimic tho regular class- 
es starting to-day at 7 . i at the gym 
So far the prospects ol the Club 
hake looked very bright, and if all 
the members stick as hard to the 
work us they have done up to the 
present, McGill will be a very formid- 
able competitor for Intercollegiate 
honors. 

As hus always been the case in the 
past, there is n scarcity of heavy- 
weights in the boxing, In fact if 
lla^h Jones and Crosley both make 
the middleweight class— which they 
will probably do,— there will he no 
heavyweight at all. Donnelly, last 
year's heavyweight, has been the vic- 
tim of rheumatic fever, and is hard- 
ly likely to he able to compete. Con- 
sidering the number of heavy men 
there are taking part in dînèrent 
forms of athletics at McGill it seems 
ridiculous that some should not have 
given some ..f their attention U. the 
noble art of self-defence. Men of the 
type of "Duster" Matheson, and Ran- 
kin, after a month's hard practice, 
would be formidable opponents to 
any one Queen's or Toronto are like- 
ly to find. Dunn, a promising look- 
ing heavyweight, has most unfortun- 
ately gone over to the ranks of the 
M.A.A.A: Does he propose to oppose 
McGUl in the event of' an M.A.A.A. 
McGiil meet ? In any case, leaving 
all sentiment aside, he would be a 
far more useful man to McGill than 
he can be to the M.A.A.A.

There ure few national institutions 
of more value and interest to the 
country tlinii the Royal Military Col- 
lege of t'anada. Notwithstanding 
this, its object and the work it la 
accomplishing are not sufficiently 
understood by the general public. 

The College is a Government insti- 
tution designed primarily for the 
purpose of giving instruction in all 
branches of military science to offi- 
cers and Cadets of the Canadian 
Militia. In fact it corresponds to 
Woolwich and Sandhurst. 

The Commandant and Military in- 
structors are all officers on the ac- 
tive list of the Imperial army, lent 
for the purpose, and there la in ad- 
dition a complete stall of profeaaora 
i for the civil subjects which form such 
an Important part of tho College 
oourac. Medical attendance iB alao 
provided. 

Whilst the College ia organized on 
a strictly military baais the cadcta 
receive practical and scientific train- 
ing in subjects essential to a sound 
modern education. 

The course includes a thorough 
grounding in Mathematics, Civil En- 
gineering, Surveying, Physics, Chem- 
istry, French and English. 

The strict discipline maintained at 
tho College is one <>f the most val- 
uable features of the course, and. in 
addition, the constant practice of 
gymnastics, drills and outdoor exer- 
cise of all kinds, ensures health nnd 
excellent physical condition. 

Commissions in all branches of tho 
Impérial service and Canadian Per- 
manent force nre offered annually. 

The diploma of graduates is con- 
sidered by the authorities conducting 
the examinations for Dominion Land 
Surveyor to be equivalent to a uni- 
versity degree, and by the regula- 
tions of the Law Society of Ontario, 
it obtains the same exemptions as n 
It. A. degree. 

The length of the course is three 
years, in three terms of 9J months 
each. 

The total cost of the course, in- 
cluding hoard, uniform, instructional 
material, and all extras, is about 

$soo. 

The annual competitive examina- 
tion for admission to the College, 
takes place in May of each year, at 
the headquarters ot the several mili- 
tary districts.
